Inflation is a very popuiar word'just now. One can 
\ safely talk profoundly on the subject, knowing that 
few people understand much, if anything, about it. 
The only person who really understands what infla¬ 
tion means is the small boy, and his understanding 
comes only after his balloon has burst. Ijet us hope 
that our Political Financiers will not acquire their 
knowledge in the same manner. 

Inflation or no inflation, there is a decidedly up¬ 
ward trend in prices of ait commodities. Babson, 
the well-known American Institution, whose finan¬ 
cial and commercial forecasts are built up from 
facts obtained from cold statistics, devotes nearly a 
full page in a recent issue, exhorting people to 
“stock up.” He prophesies a very stiff advance in 
all commodities in the fall, in foodstuffs, clothing, 
hardware, paints, canned goods, etc. It is a curious 
fact that people will not buy when prices are' low. 
With a natural olistinacy, the public will not buy 
even when the advance begins, but will wait until 
prices are well on the up grade, and then there is a 
rush to purchase that has the effect of still further 
increasing prices. Any stockbroke?, or any mer¬ 
chant, will confirm this statement. 

Why don’t you get in and buy what you require 
nowT That would be a real investment. You would 
also be helping to improve conditions by creating 
more employment, thereby taking ^people off relief, 
and reducing taxation.

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AN IMPOBTANT BODY 

n* ntture of the diKuuioiu which h»ve token 
piece et the ennual convention of the BritUh Columbie 
Conmencl of the Cenechen Legion will inform the 
general public of the importance of this organiza¬ 
tion*! deliberations z\pait from the fact that this 
yearly meeting of former comrade! in amu fumnhet 
an opportunityjor them to hark back to the dark day! 
of the Great War, to renew old auociations it j! a 
reminder that the Legion, a! a branch of the Britidi 
Empire Service League, n an inriitution of very con- 
aiderable importance in thia country. 

The Canadian body, of which, of coune, our 
own provincial command i! a part, haa been of great 
aervice to govemmenta at Ottawa in the proviaion of 
mformatioo concerning the lot of the ea^erykemen 
and their dependent! which could not be obtained by 
ordinary government offkiala without an enormoua 
amount of labor and ezpcnie. But the Legion ia not 
g body e gi-Umg merely to get all it can for ha member! 
without regard for the country’a ability to aatiafy auch 
demand!; ila miaaion aa well ia to live up to the tradi¬ 
tion! for which ita members atood in the trenches aa 
human barrier! to a common foe. The Canadian 
Ijegion ia eaaentially loyal to Canada and all Canada 
represent! as a member of the Britannk Commonwealth 
'of Nationa. 

The <|uestion of pensions naturally ia one of vital 
concern to mcmbera of the Legion. It haa been one 
of considerable difficulty for successive governments 
at Ottawa. There were obvious and serious inequal- 
iliea and mjuslkea until ex-aervketnen and government 
offkiala got together and destroyed much of the **red 
tape” in whkh many pension problems had got en¬ 
meshed. There are still inequalities; there will still 
be apparent injuatices. It is only natural, for ex¬ 
ample, that the man who served in the ranks and lost 
a leg ahosdd coasaider himself eligible for a pension 
equal to that of a commissioned officer who suffered 
a similar disability. And. afte!r all. inequality in rank 
does not mean inequality in sacrifice. 

The problem of recurring disability, partkularly 
with the tuberculous vktim. has been a partkularly 
ybaffling one. But these and other veterans’ problems 
with whkh a post-war Canada is faced—and which, 
of course, are common to other countries—vrill be 
simplified by the wisdom and careful thought that such 
bodKs as die Legion bring to bear upon them. Cov- 
emments depend a great deal for their guidance on 
information whkh they sup^y from time to time. 

OETTINO AFTEB CBIMINALS 

If President Roosevelt is as successful in hU 
campaign against kidnapers, racketeers, gangsters, 
and similar obnoxious creatures in high and low places 
as he has so far been svith his NIRA programme, 
our neighbor on the south sosm will be relieved of 
much of its worry, worry for the safety of many of 
its citizens, and worry for the uiwnviable reputation 
it has established in recent years in the matter of an 
abnormal crime epidemic. 

The President has instructed the Department of 
Justice to use all its resources in helping local authori¬ 
ties tp stamp out lawlessness. This action is being 
welcomed not. only by a publk whkh has at last 
become alarmed over the succession of sensational 
kidnaping! and the growing depredations of gang- 
sten, but it no doubt will be welcomed also by local 
authoritks. for organized crune has been conducted 
on a scale with whkh city and county polke have 
been unable successfully to cope. 

The United Stales government can not, under the 
constitution, set up a central detective agency like 
Britain's famous Scotland Yard. But the federal 
government can perform many similar functions. It 
can bring to the aid of local polke the servkes of a i 
corpu of highly trained and efficient agents who are 
not hmnpered by questions of jurisdktion and who can 
coHirdinale local efforts to bring criminals to booL 

The federal goveminenl has made it clear that it 
has no desire to usurp local police functioos in the pres¬ 
ervation of the peace, but intervention has been made 
inevitable and is now considered desirable because 
criminal o|Mrations have become national in character, 
and, iheiefore, a national problem. ‘ 

TWENTY-ONE YEARS OLD 

In Cl eat Britain last month a unique coming- 
of-age was celebrated—the twenly-first birthday of 
the National Health Insurance system. It was 
marked by special artkles in the newspapers, speeches 
by several well-knowrn figures in the pplilkal and 
economic world, and a complimentary dinner to Mr. 
Lloyd George, the father of the famous “Nine- 
pence-for-Fourpence Act." Since the plan bcga,-i 
to operate in 1912, no less than #2,450.000,000 
has been distributed in benefits. To-day it safe¬ 
guards, in sickness and health, the welfare of ap- 
proximately 16,000,000 persons, and more than 
19,000 medical practitioners are under contract 

It will be recalled by many readers of (his news¬ 
paper that when Mr. Uoyd George mtroduced his 
health msurance proposal in ^ House of Commens 
he virtssally split publk opinion in two. There were -. 
those svho hailed it as one of the most progressive ’ 
sUps in social reform ever undertaken. On the other 
hand, he was assailed as if he «rere a highwayman 
of the deepest dye. Mr. Hdaire Belloc, for cxamplti 
talked ab^ the “infctital impudence" of asking the 
“beUer kUss-.s” to “collect a tax for nothing.'* In 
Mr. Lloyd George's mail one day was a letter svhkh 
ran: “I am a LAeral and so is my husband, but I 
wll not lick stamps—the msurance cards r^ite 


stamps from e m p l oy e r and employee—for you or 
anyone else. P.S.—My two maids say the same 
thing.'* 

Commenting on the subject of the fierce opposi¬ 
tion when the scheme was first introduced. The 
London Times has this to say: 'There would be 
small advantage in recalling the strife which attended 
its birth if it were not for the fact that the opposition 
then encountered afforded Mr. Lloyd George an 
early opportunity of displaying those qualitks of 
courage, resilience, and resource upon whkh. in the 
very dark hours to come, his fellow countrymen svera 
diVin'ed to rely, ft is an act of jusike to acknowl- 
l^e that all these benefits have followed directly 
from the step which was taken by Mr. Lloyd George 
and his colleagues twenty-one years ago. The effort 
which they made was worth making. To-day, m 
millions of humble homes, they have their reward." 

It is recognized, of course, that the scheme, even 
after twenty-one years of operation, is not perfect. 
The "panel" doctor is often overworked: but great 
reforms are not completely achkved in a few years. 
The Royal Commission which conducted an investi¬ 
gation in 1926, however, came to the conclusion that 
compulsory health insurance had taken an indis¬ 
putably permanent place in<'the life of the country. ■ 
And The Manchester Guardian asks whether Britain 
could have pulled through the miseries of recent years 
without it On this point it observes: 

Toietlur with huuniio* against untmplojrment 
—whleb alio ma ^rtlally aUrtad under the Act 
o( Igia in the ptovlalons (or Insuranca isr tradts ot 
riuctuatlng employment—the maintenance o( the 
hesUth or tboae who are In work, or out of work, 
baa aavad the country from vast dlatraaa. 

It may well have aavad It trom worse than dla¬ 
traaa—trom a genuinely dangerous social upbaarat 
and a breakdown Into a chaos or revolution, a pros¬ 
pect which might have seemed an even more sarl- 
oua Inconvenleuce to the Indignant ladles of 1019 
than oompulaory. "atamp-lirksng.** 

At the function held in hit honor, Mr. Uoyd 
George said he was told when the Insurance Act was 
introduced (hat the soil of Britain was not adapted 
to such compulsory ameliorative schemes; that "the 
Elnglishman liked liberty to grow tveeds whenever and 
wherever he wished; that the proposals I made were 
of the Vrong type and that I was not the sort of 
fellow to do it." 

Nevertheleu, Mr. Uoyd George has lived, at 
he describes it. to tee the trees grow and bear abun¬ 
dant fruit—in the improvement in the health of the 
community and in the lifting of the burdens of misery, 
wretchedness, penury, and anxiety from millions of 
households. And the thing which it too often for¬ 
gotten it that schemes of this kind have added to 
the security of the state in most diffkult timet.

The peck of salmon in 1932 
was almost double that of the psvious year, amount¬ 
ing to 1,081.011 cates comport^ with 665.104. The 
quantity of salmon sold for coiuumption fresh was lest 
m 1932 than in 1931, a|, was also the production of 
dry-salted salmon. 

The total quantity of fbh caught and landed in 
British Columbia in 1932 was 3.450,409 cwt., and 
the value of the catch to fishermen was ♦4,691.095. 
Halibut, whkh. of course, comet next to salmon in 
importance in this province, had a catch of 168,847 
cwt. with a marketed value' of #960.166. Herring 
and pilchards, which are also among the more im¬ 
portant commercial fishes, had' catches of 1,003,204 
cwt. and 836,964 cwt. respectively. 

Capital employed in the prhnary fishing op¬ 
erations in Briti^ Columbia in 1932 b recorded at 
♦7,628,039, and capital in the canning and curing 
part of the industry at #11,307.873. making a total ' 
capital investment of ♦18,935.912. There were 
eighty-nine establbhments in operation, of which forty- 
four, were salmon canneries.

Its elm to a rising spiral of employment, pur¬ 
chasing power, production, prices and proapartty. 
If- it wtwks we wlU soon be on the road ba6k to 
batter tlmea. If it doesn't work, lU sponsors and 
admlntotratora fear, we will be In for a very bad 
stoga and the certainty of a far more draetlo 
government control of-Industry than la provided 
in this set. 

Adralntotrmtor Hugh B. *Johnaon hopes that 
several million persons now unemployed can be 
put to work within the next six nronthe. 

The programme, with Itg 93,900.000.000 tor public 
works attached to provisions for shorter working 
hours and higher wagas. to not only designed to 
reatora labor and Industry. It also to a part of 
tba general Rooeevelt inflaikm programmt and 
le expected to help relieve the cniahlng burden 
of di^ • 

rOREMEE LONG LIFE FOR ACT 
nLANNRD national economy now begins and 
-3 private industry to no longer to be permitted 
to misgovetn Itself without federal mterferenee. 
Although tha act’s operation to limited to two 
years, hardly anyone expects that it will be 
abendoned at the and of that period unieaa It 
faile—In which caee a more far-reaching pro- 
gramma eeetna inevitable.

The Marvd of Nature’s Use of Color

TN THE heart of a eluatsr of meadow-aweet 
^ flowers X found the other day a spider bolding 
fast in Ita Jaws a amali white bee.

Thin films or fine lines so 
affect the rays of light that those with certain 
wave-lengths neutrallae each other while the re¬ 
mainder ftirniah the color we see, which is often, 
of a changing or iridescent character. The dif¬ 
ferent comes out strikingly in foaeU remains. 
The pigment materials of an organic body are 
destroyed with the softer parts generally, but 
the strlationa and patterns of p hard surface are 
ptes^fved. Thus while flower and leaf are tuened 
to the black of carbon, the beetles that fed upon 
them may still reveal long years afterwards the 
metallic ittstre of the coven under which they 
hid their delicate wings when at rest. 

It le when we come to look at color In its 
relation to living things that we can flnt begin 
to speak of its causes and uses. The hues of the 
rainbow are^ao fleeting and unsubstantial that 
the world looks in vam for tbs pot of gold hidden 
beneath the bases of ita arch. But thoae hues, 
separata and In varlotia comblnatlona, give ua the 
extraordinarily Inlrlcata color of plants and, 
animals. Theas patterns are often so distinct as 
to identify species; in other caaea they show so 
great an amount of variation within the species 
Itaelf that large numbers of varieties ran be built 
up artlfldlally. Buch. for example, arc the gar- * 
deners' varletlas of the eacbbcbollala or CalUomu 
poppy, and the fanciers' varieties ^ mice and 
guinea-pigs. 


A parallel among birds la found in tbe prairie- 
chicken and the ptarmigan. TTie latter bird haa 
three color changes: summer, autumn and win¬ 
ter. the last to white. All of thaec changes, 
eepeclally tbe third, are neceat^ because of tta 
lack of the usual protective mesne among grouse; 
speed of flight and general warlneae of dlapoaltion. 
Xt haa been described by one of the early observers 
aa "a very allly bird, to Ume as to bear driving 
like poultry." The prairie-chicken, on the other 
hand, baa to depend entirely on its vigilance and 
agility. With tbe approach of winter instead of 
changing color the birds bdneh" into large com- 
panlee. and take to the trees for roosting. When 
feeding on the snow at this aeaeon they alwaya 
have sentlpcla placed to give warning of dai^er. 

The permanent conditions of color due to en¬ 
vironment are extremely well llluetratad on this 
continent by the species of birds and beasts 
whose wide dispersal takes them across deiert and 
prairie, mountain plateaus and evergreen forest 
A very familiar one to ue here le the cougar, 
panther, mountain Hon. or puma, all of which 
are popular names for one and the same beast. 
It extanda tu range from Vancouver Island and 
the Rockies to Patagonia. It la found m the great . 
deserts of the south-western etatae and in the { 
dark, damp tropical forests of Centrsl and South- I 
ern America. Thl# variety of habitat has pro¬ 
duced color changes of a protactlve nature: aa 
well aa some dlfferehcea in sise due to conditions 
of life an<b food. In .the forested r^lons every- | 
where, as with ua. the cougar la darker in color j 
with rich brown shades. In desert regions he Is ' 
paler %nd greyish. |

( lower key. A world aheolutaiy without color is. of 
courts. unthlXikabie: but tven a world of black 
and white or d undifferentiated light and intenae 
ahade na the mpon le seen by ue, would be empty 
of delight; w* should expeet lU hardness and 
crudity to be reflected in the minds of its 
dwellers eo fsr aa they were rational beings. 


'T/'OLUMES have been written about the remark- 
▼ able protactivt mimicry of ineecta. much of 
which la due to color aa well aa to form. Tbe 
effective combination of the two le well seen in 
tbe catarpUlara of a geometer-moth, one- of the 
kind beet known to ue as loop-womu or meaaur- 
ing-worme because they travel by extending the 
body by means of the fere-legs and then con¬ 
tracting It into a loop by bringing up the hind- 
ones. There are no legs under the central or 
ventral part of the body. One day last summer Z 
was looking at a young weeping willow In the 
garden, wondering what had stripped come of 
the brshchM of leaves. X had actually taken oae 
qf these branches in my band when 1 diaMvertd 
by touch that what eeemed a bare ^oot waa one 
of these caterpillars, which attacZfsd by tbe poe- 
tenor feet •was extended stiffly at an angle of 
about thirty degsges.

Thus color which primarily aeenu to have am 
utilitarian purpoae, aa in the sky or in minerals, 
haa become in animals a very important part ot 
their reepohee to their environment, protecting 
them from enemies, enabling them to waylay 
their prey, or furbishing a means of identlflca* 
tioir to tbcir kind. Even in plante—ae X havo 
pointed out from time to time—oolor plays a part 
of great uaefuinesa, chiefly in relation to the re* 
production of , their kind by ensuring crom* 
feruilaatlon by inaecu. 

Fortunately for us. the colors that serve the 
purpoeea of living things arc in the great majority 
of inatancea such aa are pleastng to our aesthetic 
cense, though that may bs only another way of 
•aylng that In our higher reaichee of eeneetion we 
have learned to accept what U aa beet or moek 
fhUng.
